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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the prior art of record does not 
disclose, teach, or suggest in combination the limitation "the first linear automation circuit and second linear automation circuit are designed 
such that a first signature and a second signature, respectively, is calculated of each data word of the n successive data words." 
Specifically, applicant argues Borden figure 5 teaches each MISR receiving different data words. The examiner disagrees. 
Borden discloses: in a compress mode, generating a first and second signature (column 6, lines 8-11), which is calculated for each 
successive data word (column 6, lines 11 - 13). Examiner notes: the MISR 130s receive different data words in the process of calculating 
signatures for each successive data words (column 6, lines 30 - 39). 

Additionally applicant argues Hasegawa does not show that both blocks 16 and 2 receive data in parallel. The examiner disagrees. 
Element 1 6 and 2 are clearly connected in parallel, the output of elements 1 7a-n are connected to element 1 6 Dpa-n (figure 4) and element 
2 Dpa-n (figure 5). One of ordinary skill in the art would recognize that in an evaluation circuit, two elements which share a common input 
connection are connected in parallel. 
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
